Superintendent of Schools Report 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Sidney 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report of the schools for 
the year ending Feb. 20, 1923. 

Considering our schools as a whole the year has been a vey 
favorable one. The health conditions have been fine and the weath- 
e: has been conducive to good attendance until the very last of the 
year when the Supt. as well as teachers and children were somewhat 
irregular because of the deep snow. 

Ou- teachers although many of them were young and _ with- 
out experience have done exceedingly well. and are deserving, of 
much praise. We are especially indebted to our local teachers who 
are performing a great service at a small wage. 

In the near future, there must be an extensive repair pro- 
gram carried out in the town. The future educational program 
calls for an equality of educational standards, in the different 
towns. New legislation will gradually lead towns to improve the 
school buildings and equipment and provide conditions of medium 
standard for the children. The object of this repo t is to inform 
the town of this matter, place before the people such data as is 
available and urge them to begin such an improvement campaign 
s) that the burden of expense may be adjusted over a period of 
years. 

Our problem therefore is to study our local school situation, 
develop a plan if possible whe eby a normal school standard can be 
maintained and still keep within the means of the town. 

The general plan of our school system is much the same as it 


On 


was thirty years ago, when each school district had its full quota 
of pupils, when school expense was at the minimum and _ the 
school houses were centrally located. It would seem therefore 
that after this lapse of time, changes could be made and should 
be made to meet the present conditions of school life. 

We have eleven school buildings, ten in active use, and not one 
maesures up to standard. While the matte: of ventilation, heat- 
ing, lighting and sanitation is not wholly compulsory, in a few years 
these matters, which pertain to the health of the child will be 
governed by law. These ten buildings will accommodate three hun- 
dred pupils whereas but two thirds of that number are in attend- 
ance. Ten teachers, ten janitors are employed to do the work 
whereas six teachers could better do the work under suitable con- 
ditions. 

The location of our schools is of no small importance. Orig- 
inally these buildings were erected in the center of the several 
districts so that pupils could walk to and from the school. Grad- 
ually the school population has begun to move toward the villages 
and larger centers.. This has left a small scattered school popula- 
tion in most of the rural towns. Still the same number of schools 
are maintained and in the same locations and we are obliged to 
convey pupils in order to do so. 

A p actical solution to our school problem is consolidation and 
even to mention this term often arouses antagonism in the minds 
o* some so great is their love for the little one room school. Such 
feelings as we may have for these venerable landmarks of the 
past must be sacrificed for the children of today. 

In a consolidated system the children of the same ages’ are 
grouped, the smaller pupils are separated from the larger pupils, 
the schools can be graded, the cost of running the schools is re- 
duced to the minimum, trained teachers can be employed, the school 
community is enlarged which gives a la~ger support to the teacher 
and to the school. There are some disadvantages but these have 
been worked out in other towns and this kind of a school system 
works to the advantage of the town and to the children. I hesitate 
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tr a0. more than bring this matter to your attention for a move- 
ment of this kind should have its beginnings in the people. 

I believe however that in the next few years such a system could _ 
be wo ked out in Sidney the financial cost of which would not ex- 
ceed the expense of placing our present buildings in good repair. 

It is often cheaper to build new than to repair the old. More. 

than $2,000 is already needed to install new toilets in the schools — 
before Sept. 1, 1924. There is only one building which has standard 
lighting and heating and as you will notice by my report on school 
buildings the general physical conditions of nearly all our buildings 
is poor. 
The town of Sidney is well situated for school consolidation. 
Very few pupils but can walk the cross roads and join the team on 
the main thoroughfares. A two room building on the Pond road, 
the Middle road complete the system. Such a program could well 
extend over a period of five or ten years and in the end we should 
have a new school system with modern buildings, permanent loca- 
tions and a systm of transportation for those living on the outskirts 
cf the town. Such a system of schools will cost no more than the 
cost of repairs which a e in sight today. : 

Since beginning this report I have had an opportunity to con- 
sult the State department and I am assured that if the town out- 
lines a definite project of consolidation of schools and begins the 
work the time limit of installing new closets will be extended until 
such closets can be incorporated in the new buildings. I am also 
informed that after this system of consolidation is complete the 
State will grant considerable aid for the transportation of po

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Recommendations 


As a matter of information to the citizens regarding the cost 
of a good type of closet, quotations from several firms range from 
$200 to $240 for a two unit system. Added to this is the cost of 
installing which would make the total cost from $260 to $300 per 
school. 

In making my recommendations I have allowed for equipping 
five school buildings with these closets.
